view of the fact that llamy Storer 
bas sent to each of my Cabi- 
get, as well as to myscif, a pamphlet 
under date of November, _ 1906, pur- 
porting to give an account of those re- 
lations of his with me which led up 
to his removal from the position of 
Ambassador at Vienna, I think ft as 
well that you and the other members 
of the Cabinct should know certain 
facts which he cither suppresses or 
misstates. 

As to the necessity for removing him 
from this position, I suppose there js 
no need of discussion. An Ambassador 
who refuses to answer the letters of 
the President cannot remain an Am- 
bassador. His statement that ny let- 
ters to him were of such a character 
that he could not answer them needs 
no further comment than to point out 
that in such cases it was his clear duty 
instantly to resign. His publication of 
the various private létters between his 
wife and himself and me would fur- 


nish any additional justification, were 


uch needed, for his summary separa- 
Yon from the service. 

STATE DEPARTMENT LETTER.

STATED HIS POSITION. 

FPollowing this conversation, in my 
letter to Mrs. Storer of November 23, 
1900, quoted by Mr. Storer in his 
pamphiet, I stated with absolute clear- 
ness. my position, and why it was out 
of the question for the President to try 
to get ahy archbishop made cardinal: 
and all the letters quoted by Mr. 
Storer as having been subsequently 
written by me to him or to his wife 
take precisely ihe same position. 

I explained repeatedly that my 
admiration for Archbishop Ireland, 
which is ne my friendship and 
admiration for Bishop Lawrence 
of the Episcopal church and 
Bishop Cranston ot the Methodist 
church, like my friendship and ad- 
miration for many clergymen of ma 
denominations— Raptists. Lutherans, 
Methodists, Congregationalists, Pres- 
byterians and others—would make me 
pleased to see any goo’ fortune attend 
him, or any churchmen him, 
of any creed; but that I could 
not interfere for his promotion. 
or. indeed, in any way in the ecciesias- 
tile ways of any church. This was aiso 
the position I took in all private con- 
versations, and the assertion that in 
any private conversation I took an 
opposite position from that 1 was 
repeatedly expressing in writing ia not 
oniy an untruth, but an absurd un- 
truth. for I would, of course, not say 


what I wns repoatedly writing to that 
same person. * 

Mr. Storer asserts that he had Mrs. 
Storer and vartous other people, aft- 
er” conversation with me, put down 
memoranda as to what they romem- 
bere@ I had said. If euch action was 
taken, it was, of course, simply dia- 
honorable. No one of them ever showod 
me, or would have ventured to show 
me any such memoranda, and it ts 
nonsense to expect ta bind mo by a 
memorandum, the existence of which’ 
was concealed from me. 

hTe Storers were my guests at the 
time when, as they aascert, they made 
these memoranda of private conversa- 
tion with me. As a matter of fact. 
the statements they allege me to have 
made were not made save, in so far 
as what they allege me to hate said 
before and after I wrote to them. 

PRESIDENTS RESPONSIBILITY. 

Before this, tn this connection, I call 
your attention to the following state- 
ment issued from the White House, 
November 9. 1906. cleven days before 
the Storer pamphlet was received by 
me, or that I had any knowledge what- 
ever of it. 

For many years, it has been the in- 
variable practice never to attempt to’ 
quote a private conversation with the 
President. It has been found that, as 
a matter of fact, the man who quotes 
such a conversation usually misquotes 
it, whether consciously or unconscious- 
ly, and such an aged conversation 
is under no circumsfances to be held as 
calling for either explanation or denial 
by t President. He is responsible 
for what he himself says in public; 
for What he writes, or for what he ex- 
plicithy authorizes the proper govern- 
ment officials to state in his behalf. 

Mrs. Storer wrote me with great 
freedom, and sometimes it was diffi- 
cult to know quite how to answer her. 
Both sh. and Mr. Storer continually 
made attacks upon all sorts of people, 
especially the dignitaries of her own 
church. At one time, she wrote me 
with great bitterness against the 
Protestant missionaries who were be- 
ing sent to the Philippines. at the same

STORER’'S QUOTE. 

On pages 23 and 27. of his pamphlet 
Mr. Sterer writes as follows: (He hav- 
ing first stated that from my letters 
he gutheéred that I resolved to repudi- 
ute ull authority for his action and ap- 
pear ignorant of it.) ; 

“Shortly after writing this, 1 re- 
ceived another letter from the Presi- 
dent. I quote the portions referring to 
this matter. 

Let me repeat to you that, in 
reference tq matters affecting the 
Catholic church, events have absolute- 
ly (and conclusively) shown that while 

ou are Ambassador, you must keep 


y 
absolutely clear of any deed or word 


in Rome or elsewhere which would 
seem to differentiate your position 
from that of other Ambassadors. The 
mere fact of a (the) report in the 
newspapers in the Vatican (has) had 
a very unfortunate effect. I daresay 
you did not call. You may have seen 
some cardinal privately, but the un- 
pleasant taik over the affair em- 
phasizes the need of extreme circum- 
spection while you are in your present 
position. 

“While I am President and you are 
an Ambassador, neither of us ip his 
public relations is to act as Catholic or 
Protestant, Jew or Gentile, and we 
have to be careful not merely to do 
what is right, but so to carry our- 
selves as to show that we are doing 
what is right. I shail ask you not to 
quote me to any person in any shape 
or any way in connection with any 
affair of the Catholic Church, and 
yourself not to take action of any 
kind which will give ground for the 
belief that you, as an American Am- 
bassador, are striving to interfere in 
the affairs of the church.’ 

This letter, with its virtual as- 
sertion that my visit to the Vatican 
was not only unauthorised, but was 
contrary to what might have been ex- 
pected, that the President hardly be- 
lieved that it occurred, was unintelli- 
gible, except on the theory that he 
had resolved to repudiate all author- 
ity for my action and to appear - 
norant of it, was now writing a 
letter which would be serviceable, if 
needed later as evidence to support 
that position. In fact, this was the use 
to which the letter was actually put 
by him in quoting tt to persons not 
informed of the facts, as will appear 
later. I felt that the only thing for 
me to do in this situation was to ten- 
der my resignation at once, and that 
I immediately did, accompanying it 
by a letter to the President, of which 
I regret to say that I can find no 
copy. To this I received the following 
reply:

As soon as I became President I be- 
gan to receive letters from Mrs. 
Storer, asking for the promotion of Mr. 
Storer, and letters from both of them 
complaining that the work in Madrid 
was uncongenial, and complaining 
also of the character and standing of 
various people in the public service. 
On September 22, 1901, eight days after 
President McKinley's death, Mrs. 
Storer wrote me ursing that I should 
appoint Mr. Storer to the Cabinet. and 


War Department, of which you were 
the head, the letter running:@ Please 
give him either the navy or war. 1 
pray that Bellamy. who 80 richly de- 
serves it, should have a chance for 
honorable service at home to his 
country.” 

When T explained that did not in- 
tend to remove any one or make any 
changes in the Cabinet at the time. 
she wrote me, on October 17, suggest- 
ing the embassy at London and Parts 
as fit places for her husband. and stat 
ing that Mr. Choate and Gen. Porter 
“Were not proper persons to be Am- 
bassadors. 

ELEMENT OF TRE COMIc. 


In view of the intense indignation of 
Mr. and Mrs. Storer at his being re- 
moved from office now, there ts a cer- 
tain clement of the com. in their at- 
tempt thus to get me to remove 
either you or Mr. Choate or Mr. Por- 
ter for the purpose of giving Mr. 
Storer either a Cabinet’ position or the 
embassy in England or France. 

IT reecive many letters of the gener- 
al tenor of those mentioned, ecnumer- 
ating their hardships and services and 
enemies. As Mr. Storer. in his pam- 
Phet. quotes a letter of November 24, 
from me, marked “personal.” in which 
I told his wife that he should be made 
special Ambassador at the marriage of 
thd King, of Spain, alleging that this 
was a fresh mark of my approval of his 
conduct, I may mention that the letter 
containing thie statement on my part 
was in answer to one fram Mrs. Storer 
in which she begged for the appotnt- 
ment of her husband, her letter running 
in part. as follows? 

“Please, please send us to Madrid, as 
special envoys to the wedding. It 
— be very appropriate, and I wauld 
ove it.“ 

It ts hard to find the exact words fn 
which to eriticise Mr. Storey's effort 
to twist the meaning of my grantin} 
such a request, couched in such a 


style. 
THE -FINAL ISSUFE. 

There remains for me to discuss but 
one matter, and that is Mr. Storer’s 
assertion in his pamphlet that. al- 
though in my letters, I persistently re- 
used to ask the Pope to promote 
Archbishop Ireland to be a cardinal. 1 
nevertheless gave a verbal message 
commissioning him to make the request 
on my hehalf of the Pope. Mr. Storer 
also asserts that President McKinley 
took a similar course, commissioning 


a gentleman, whom he named, to ask 
the appointment of Archbishop Ireland |! 
as cardinal. “as a personal favor to 
him,” the President, “and as one honor | 
to the country,“ 

This is the direct centrary of what 
President McKinley told me was his 
attitude in the matter, and Mr. Cor- 
telyou, whe was then his private secre- 
tary. writes me that the late President 
never made such a request, ner fur- 
thered the efforts of any one to bring | 
about an appointment,” nor would he | 
permit any one, of his adminictration 
to do so. He was scrupulousiy par- 
ticular in this respect, and he made no 
compromise with his convictions on the 
subject. 

GAVE NO AUTHORIZATION. 

As for Mr. Storer’s assertion that 1

T accordingly ac- 
cepted as sincere the cordial expres- 
ions with which he refused to accept 
my resignation, as eas apparent 
that his irritation had been caused, not 
by acts but by the publicity which had 
unfortunately been given to things 
which he wished to have done but 
wished to be kept secret.” 
THE PRESIDENT RESUMES. 

Fortunately, I have the original of 
the letter of which Mr. Storer says he 
kept no copy. and it shows that Mr. 
Storer's statement is false. This let- 
ter was in answer to a letter of mine 
which he quotes In part, but which, 
in its entirety, is as follows: 

“THE WHITE HOUSE, 
“Washington. D C., Dec. 39, 1903. 
“My Dear Bellamy: (Persons) In 
y last letter to you, I wrote you as 

to a report I had heard about your 
writing a letter coneerning the dis- 
missal of Hurst. This came to me from 
an outside source, and I did not credit 
it. Since then Secretary Hay has sent 
me over a letter (of yours) to Senator 
Hanna, which the latter put before the 
department with a request that he be 
give information in order to answer 
you. Secretary Hay feels, of course, 
exceedingly indignant over your hav- 
ing written in such a manner to any 
outsider, and feels that there should 
be some official rebuke.

Ratification of the Algeciras 
Treaty Assured. 


{BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.} 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 9.—The Na- 
tional House of Representatives will 
give the greater part of its time dur- 
ing the present week to the conaidera- 
tion of executive, legislative and ju- 
dicial appropriation bills, while the 
Senate will pay especial attention to 
the report of the Senate Committee on 
Privileges and Elections, and on the 
right of Senator Smoot of Utah to re- 
tain his seat. In the House the Ap- 
propriation Bill will be taken up Mon- 
day immediately after the close of the 
routine morning session, while in the 
Senate consideration of the Smoot 
question will be postponed until Tues- 
day. The Senate proceedings on that 
subject will be interrupted after one 
day's discussion to give place to the 
Algeciras treaty, which is set for next 
Wednesday. 

Representative Tawney, chetrman of 
the House Committee on Appropria- 
tions, ig of the opinion that the Leg- 
islative Bill will be voted upon de- 
fore the close of the week. There are 
a number of items in the bill which 
are calculated to provoke discusion, 
and it is expected that some of the 
Democratic representatives will find 
occasion to express their views regard- 
ing some of the features of the Pres- 
ident’s message. If they should do so 
there will be a respo from the Re- 
publican side of the chamber. 

DBPBATABLE ITEMS. 


Among the items in the bill which 
will arouse debate may be men- 
tioned eight items providing for an 
increase in the appropriation for pay- 
ment of clerk hire for members of the 
House and the increase of the salary 
of Public Printer Stillings. 

“There also will undoubtedly be many 

references to the subject of simplified 
spelling, which will be raised in con- 
nection with the provision prohfbiting 
any deviation from standard orthog- 
raphy in Congressional printing. 
The Fortification Appropriation Bill 
which is now under consideration in 
committee will immediately follow the 
Legislative Bill, and Chairman Taw- 
ney is hopeful that it may be passed 
before the Christmas holidays. 

Chairman Grosvenor of the Commit- 
tee on Merchant Marine, still is hope- 
ful ‘of securing a favorable report on, 
the Ship Subsidy Bill in moderate form 
this week, but it is not generally ex- 
pected that further progress can be 
made with this measure before the 
Christmas holidays. 

THD SMGOT PROBLEM.

The fact that the Foreign Re- 
lations Committee has upon a 
resolution declaring the purposes of 
the United States not to be involved in 
Europeans complications by its ac- 
quiescence in the treaty, has done 
much to remove opposition, and it is 
even predicted that the resolution of 
ratification will be adopted after a 
few Senators shall have had opportu- 
nity briefly to explain their positions.

The Cause of Consumption, Sore 
; Throat, Cold in Head and 
pmonia. 
One of the most importaht causes of 
modern physical deterioration, says 
the Grand Magazine, is the lack of 
open-air life, the common lot of all 
city dwellers. The greatest surgical 
discovery of the ninéteenth century 
Was dirt, mater in the wrong place.

Aust. It takes at least two hours in 
fresh open air each day to counteract 
the éffects of the dust we inhale, 
Without estimating the wear and tear 
of the tissues due to nature's excre- 
tory effort to intercept this terrible 
‘enemy. If we would evade this death- 
Gealing dust, the cause alike of con- 
sumption, sore throat, cold In the head 
and pneumonia, it is essential to be- 
take ourselves to parks and open-air 
spaces, green fields aQd country lanes. 

Many diseases of the alimentary 
canal are directly brought about by 
the contamination of food which has 
been exposed in a dust-polluted dt- 
mosphere, and; in these days of motor 
care, far more é¢laborate precautions 
Ought to be taken to protect milk, 
ment, fruit and vegetables from dust 
and files, which, after feeding on 
garbage of all kinds, bestow their at- 
fention on milk and ther foods dis- 
played at shop doors and in other un- 
protected places. 

An important factor is the length of 
dresses. When skirts are allowed to 
trail in the dust the catch up in- 
mumerable colonies of microbes and 
transfer them alike to public meeting 
Places and private dweiling houses. 

But it is not enough to go out of 
doors tf one goes no further than the 
city streets. One must get to the parks 
or the flelds. ; 


ELECTRICAL SCHEME COLOSSAL. 


Swedish Railroads to Be All Operated 
by Electricity in Place of 
Steam. 


For nearly twelve months now prac- 
tical tests have been in operation in 
Sweden for placing the whole of the 
system of the country under 
electric traction, and resulta have been 
obtained which some since in 


duced the government to take a de- 


cisive step. 


At the well-known falls of Gullspang 
there is now being built an enormous 
electricity station, which is to be capa- 
ble of producing not less than 150,000. 
horse power. This installation alone, 
when completed, will furnish a great. 
proportion of the energy needed for 


industrial and Illumination purpases 
for the whole of central Sweden. 
The cost of construction will be 


about 6,000,000 Swedish kroner, but 
British coal master should not that,

neering and mechanical experte, it will 
result in reducing by 1,500,000 kroner 
annually the consumption of foreign 
coal.

President's Scheme May Be 


Bitterly Opposed. 


Wants Measure to Bear on 
Plutocrats Most. 


Burden Easy One for People 


of Small Means.

There is every reason to believe that 
within the next week or two the coun- 
try will be convulsed with a financial 
and economic discussion which will so 
far overshadow other things that it 
will occupy the attention of Congress 
and the people to the exclusion of 
many other topics of perhaps greater 
importance, says the Chicago Tribune. 

Congressmen arriving in Washington 
say there is extraordinary interest 
manifested throughout the country in 
the stand to be taken by the President 
regarding the proposed legislation to 
strike at exaggerated fortunes. His 
speeches last spring and later at the 


|\dedication of the Pennsylvania State 


House foreshadow the recommenda- 
tions he will make to Congress. 

An inheritance tax and an income 
tax, graduated in such a way as to 
operate harshly against great fortunes 
and most leniently against moderate 
incomes, seem to have aroused interest 
from diverse points of view and large- 
ly according to the seotion of the coun- 
try. A system of taxation not on a 
revenue basis but on a punitive basti 
is what President Roosevelt expects to 
8 to Congress, and the proposal 

#0 radical, it attacks so many vest- 
ed interests, that in the opinion of 
shrewd observers here it will provoke 


+a discussion in and out of Congress of 


far greater proportions than that which 
was stirred up by the President's unex- 
pected demand for railroad rate leg- 
islation. 


STRIKES A POPULAR CHORD. 

It will be remembered that the Pres- 
ident’s recommendation for reform in 
the railroad situation so as to give 
the Interstate Commerce Commission 
power to fix rates came like a thun- 
derbolt from a clear sky. In less than 
a week the country was in a ferment 
because a popular chord had been 
struck, although the agitation before 
that time in the same direction seemed 
to arouse no popular enthusiasm. 

There was a suspicion of socialism 
about that proposition which was 
seized upon at once by the railroads 
and by all their allied interests. But 
the people looking the situation in the 
face determined that governmental reg- 
ulation was not governmental owner- 
ship, and from the day that para- 
graph fh the message was made pub- 
lic until the rate law was finally passed 
by Congress there was no time during 
which the demand for such reform 
showed any signs of diminishing. 

The railroads resorted to delay; they 
established literary bureaus they went 
to immense expense m their endeavor 
to educate the public to their point 
of view, but without the slightest indi- 
cation of success at any time. ; 


MORE SOCIALISTIC THAN RATE 
IDEA. 


Ace rding to Congressmen who have 


returned to Washington for a few days, 
and who had their ears to the ground 
during the campaign, the country is in 
a frame of mind to lash itself into a 
condition of perhaps hysteria by the 
proposition to limit the size of great 
fortunes by preventing their descend- 
ing from one generation to another and 
by attacking living incomes, without 
which fortunes cannot easily increase. 

The proposition is perhaps much 
more socialistic than that for the reg- 
ulation of railroad rates, but the in- 
dications are that it will prove even 
more popular. On the other hand. 
there will be a great outcry from peo- 
ple who have swollen fortunes, from 
the great corporations, and from all 
those allied interests which have been 
knit together nowadays in such a way 
as to consolidete railroads and build 
up the all-powerful trusts. 

This coming fight between the man 
of moderate means and the rich man 
promises to take on extraordinary pro- 
portions, Representatives, of the peo- 
ble who come from the West say that 
an inheritance tax and an income tax 
are by no means unpopular even in 
cities and among a certain class of 
moderately rich men. 

NEW ENGLAND MAY REBPL. 


On the other hand, reports from New 
England, and particularly Boston, in- 
dicate that people in that vicinity are 
becoming badly frightened over the 
possible results of the President's pro- 
posed attack on unhealthy fortunes. 
New England people fear that he will 
rouse the greedy spirit among the peo- 
ple and that when they once learn 
that they can constitutionally tax for- 
tunes and incomes, there will be no 
bounds to the exercise of their power. 

New England people, it is said, will 

bard the president the remainder 
of this week with letters and tele 
grams, urging him not to present this 
subject to Congress or to do so only 
in such vague form that it will not 
become necessary to take action. 

It shofild be understood distinctly in 
the first place that President — 
velt has not advocated and will not 
advocate any mere scheme of taxation 
for revenue only, He wants to pre- 
vent the accumulation of great for- 
tunes, on the theory that wealth be- 
yoni a certain measure, when concen- 
trated in the harids of any one man, 
is @ danger to the community, and 
— 4 be prevenetd by an exercise of 

power or the taxing power of 
the ernment. 
HOW INCOME TAX wonks. 

This kind of an inheritance tax and 

this kind of an Income tax is a novelty. 


| Many states like Illinois and New 


York tax inheritances and derive a 
large income in that way. The ooun- 


„try had an income tax under the WiI- 


son law passed in 1894, and it gave 
promise of rolling up an enormous rev- 
enue without being seriously burden- 
some on the people. Great Britain has 
an income tax today, which includes 
rents, as well as ordinary incomes, and 
which produces approximately now 
nearly $5,000,000,000 a year. 

But that is not what President 
Roosevelt is aiming at. Great Britain 
is the greatest capitalistic country in 


the world. Its monarchy and its Par- 


Hiament are controlled absolutely by 
the great wealthy middie class, and 
yet it submits to an income tax as a 
fair means of raising revenue. The 
President's notion is much more radi- 


cal. If he has an income tax. he wanta 


it so devised that it will bear lightly 


upon men of moderate incomes but will 


“soak” those who measure their an- 
nual gain by hundreds of thousands 


and even by millions or tens of ml 


lions. - 4 
An tncome tax depends on its te. 
If Congress has the right to impose 


it for one purpose it can do so for 
another. Mr. Roosevelt's suggestion 


merely is that a tax of this kind 


should be tmposed the Federal 
government, graduated such a way 
that it will not merely discourage but 
actually will disintegrate fortunes 
to the republic.

INHERITANCE TAX AS CURB. 

Much the same theory is applied in 
the President's mind to an inheritance 
tax. in most of the laws of this char- 
acter passed by the States and by the 
Féderal government as well, during the 
Spanish War, the theory has been al- 
Ways to increase the rate. of tax ac- 
cording to the distarice in blood re- 
lationship to which the estate is to de- 
scend. That is to say, an estate of 
certain amount going to-a son would 
pay but a small tax w the same 
estate going to a man blood rela- 
tive would pay a tax many times as 
great. 

The Roosevelt idea would be almost 
the reverse of this. What he wants to 
do is to prevent the descent of swollen 
fortunes from father to son. He wants 
to break up ‘these great fortunes as 
much as possible and to put a pre- 
mium upon their dissipation during the 
lifetime of the holder. Under Roose- 
velt's scheme an estate tied up for a 
short time, like the Marshall Field 
bequest for instance, would de as- 


A 


split the estate in two or into good 
sized fragments, unless it had been 
previously broken up during the lifetime 
of the original owner. The operation 
of this type of inheritance law would 
tend to divert fortunes to some extent 
away from the family and into the 
hands of friends and trustees as well 
as institutions. 
TAX A REVENUB PRODUCER, 
With this type of inheritance and in- 
come tax leveled avowedly at the rich, 
it is the belief of President Roosevelt 
that he could secure the disintegration 
of great fortunes as ae J now exist 
and prevent their being piled up in the 
future. Either an inheritance tax or 
income tax would be a large revenus 
producer. It probably would make 
necesaghy in the long run a radical 
revisi of our tariff law, and it might 
become necessary to get down to a free 
trade 8 merely to prevent too much 


accumufſation in the treasury. 


If the true theory of the Roosevelt 
financial scheme. works out, however, 
it would result in the prohibition of 
great fortunes and hence would not be 
so great a revenue producer, because 
no man in his right mind would amass 
an enormous fertune If he Bkuew that 
the goverument would take possession 
of the greater part of it upon his 
death. Even under those circumstances 
however, the revenue derived from 


probably would be more than enougt 
to run the government, so that internal 
revenues and customs dues necessarily 
would have to be abolished or else the 
government itself would soon control 
all the money in the country. 
MAY CAUSE GREAT AGITATION. 
It is easy to see, therefore, that in 
the coming battle royal there will be 
arrayed on the one side poor men, meu 
of moderate incomes, and the mod- 
erately rich who have been unable to 
hold their own against the enormously 
rich. Against them will be the enor- 
mously rich individuals, great corpora- 
tions which administer estates, and the 
protected industries which naturally 
will fear the necessary attack upon 
the protective system if the govern- 
ment gets into the habit of raising 
money from inheritance and incomes. 
There are elements in the fight which 
can readily split the country on a mat- 
ter of theory, and while there is not 
the slightest chance of legislation at 
the coming short session of Congress, 
there is a prospect, following out the 
analogy of the rate agitation, that 
there will be a spectacular fight in 
Congress and throughout the country 
beginning the day the President sends 
in his recommendations, either in his 
regular message or otherwise. and con- 
tinuing probably during the remain- 
der of his administration. 


Excellent Wine from Figs. 


Consul Maxwell Blake of Funchal 
advises that some interest has been 


the result of experiments conducted 
by an Itallan chemist, Prof. Pagisci, 
who declares that the juice of the fig 
under proper, treatment can be con- 
verted into a wine of excellent taste. 

The professor states that its flavor 
is agreeable, that it is very rich in 
phosphate matter and almost wholly 
destitute of tannic acid, qualities that 
render it especially nourishing to in- 
vallds and children. The pulp is said 
also to create a new food for milch 
cowe and fowls. The fresh fig con- 
tains only about 25 per cent. of sugar, 
but after it has been dried and pre- 
pared for the making of wine it yields 
80 per cent. sugar. 


Free Baths for Postman.

PICKING UP THE CABLE. 


Skilful Work Done by Repairers on the 


Ocean— Effect of Earthquake 
Seen. 


Sir John Wolfe Barry, who presided 
at the meeting of the Eastern Exten- 
sion, Australasia, and China Tele- 
graph C ny, pointed out that dur- 
ing the f-year under review there 
had been only one serious interruption 


of the cables, although typhoons, 
earthquakes, and other disturbances 
had made it difficult at times to trans- 


mit the traffic with the usual satis- 


faction to,the public. 
“In what manner,” asked a repre- 


sentative of the Daily Graphic of the 
manager of the company, do ty- 
phoons and earthquakes affect your 


cables?“ 


“Fortunately,” was the reply, ‘‘se- 
rious submarine earthquakes are rare. 
The damage an earthquake will do to 
a cable lying on the bottom of an 


ocean is tremendous, and sometimes 
costs us a great amount in loss of 


business and repairs. After the up- 


heaval of Krakatoa in 1883, when the 


side of the mountain was blown into 
the sea, and several islands in the 


China Seas disappearéd, communica- 


tion with Australia and China had to 


be suspended for months while. the 
ends of the broken cables were being 
found and mended. 

»The effects of typhoons, which are 
far more frequent than earthquakes, 
are less serious to the cables. This 
year the weather in the China Seas 
has been, I should think, unprece- 
dentedly bad. A telegraph cable is 
swept kwards an forwards by 


conflicting currents. Sometimes the 


insulation is merely scraped off; 
sometimes the cable is nearly cut in 


two: in either case a leakage occurs. 
Thanks to that wonderful little in- 


strument, the galvanometer, it is al- 


most as easy to detect the where- 
abouts of a fault in one of our cables 
as it is in an ordinary telephone or 
telegraph ciroult. We have three ca- 
ble ships always in commission. One 
of them is now on its way to mend @ 
‘fault’ in the Pacific, which means 4 
little jaunt of ten thousand miles 
there and back. Of course we use sev- 
eral relief lines, so that in cases of 
breakdown the public ts rarely iIncom- 
moded.”—[London Datly Graphic.

Betts at Obsequies Held Vester 


on Thursday at the home of Mrs. 

R. Baldwin, No. 1146 West Twenty- 
eighth street, was largely attended by 
relatives and friends yesterday aft- 
ernoon. Rev. Warren F. Day, pastor 
emeritus of the First Congregational 
Church, conducted services at the 
residence. These were simple and im- 
pressive.

Wilson, ‘Ward Rice, Sydney Guest, 
Shirley Ward, J. D. Fuller, B. Mil- 
lard. 
Though he had resided in Los Ange- 
les only a few years, and had never 
engaged in business here, Mr. Betts 
had a wide circle of friends who ad- 
mired him for his cheerful optimism. 
He was a sufferer from wasting dis- 
ease to which he finally succumbed. 
At the time of his death he was 
building a comfortable home on Gram- 
ercy Place, where he expected to re- 
cuperate his failing health. He leaves 
a widow and two daughters, Kather- 
ine and Josephine. e 

Mr. Betts was born in  Hilisdale 
county iMichigan, October 15, 1859. 
He graduated from Ann Arbor Uni- 
versity in 1882 and after studying 
law for several years, was admitted 
to the bar in 1885. Because of failing 
health he visited California in 1886, and 
spent some time in the lumber camps 
of the northern part of the State, 
where he contracted pneumonia. Af- 
ter recuperating at Oakland, he re- 
turned to Pueblo, Colo. 
Here his talents as a lawyer brought 
him into prominence, and he was 
elected to the State Legislature for 
two successive terms. Later he be- 
came the consulting attorney for the 
Union Pacific Railroad, and as such 
practiced in all the State and in the 
Federal courts. He was instrumental 
in introducing the Australian ballot 
system into Colorado. 
While in Los Angeles Mr. Betts pre- 
pared the first volume of an historical 
work on the history of Democracy 
which he expected to publish.

This 
is supplemental to the well-known ef- 
fect of the juice of acid fruits, such as 
limes, apples, pineapples, etc., in miti- 
gating the craving for alcohol drinks. 
It is said that an eminent Japanese 
bacteriologist has recently shown with 
success that the acids of lemons, apples 
and some other fruits are capable of 
destroying all kinds and varieties of 
the germs which cause disease 

pain in the human body. The acids, 
citric and malic, contained in the fruit 
juices probably have the effect of kill- 
ing these disease germs. 

Cholera germs are said to killed in 

fifteen minutes by lemon ju or apple 
juice and even typhoid germs which 
have great resisting power, are killed 
in about thirty minutes by either of 
these acids, even in a very diluted, 
form. A tumbler full of cold water 
saturated with cholera bacilli might be 
gulped down one's throat with im- 
punity provided a lemon has been 
squeezed into it fifteen or twenty min- 
utes prior to the act. The safety here 
lies in the absolute certainty of the de- 
struction of the bacilli by the action of 
the lemon juice. What is a delicious 
drink to the human being is here evi- 
dently a poison to these micro-organ- 
isms. 
Thus the two most dreaded diseases 
in India that is, Asiatic cholera and 
typhoid fever—have a simple remedy 
to checkmate their ravages. These 
prevalent and universal diseases have 
now this universal remedy. Limes are 
within the reach of the poorest people 
in India and they could be secured for 
a very small price, even in the districts | 
of great scarcity. Even the people by 
having a plentiful supply of lemons and 
oranges in the times of epidemics could 
tide over the infection with great 
credit.

THE WINNERS. 


San Diego Captures Every 
Boat Race, | 


Splendid Showing Made by 
Los Angeles Men. 


Spite of Rain Crowd Sees 
Rowing Races.

San Diego won all four of the Boat 
races held yesterday afternoon in the 
dual regatta, held on the Playa Del 
Rey lagoon. The men from the far 
south walked away with the men's 
single sculling event, took the junior 
by half a length and won the four- 
oar, the last event that was rowed, by 
the scant margin of a quarter of a 
length after one of thd@ prettiest races 
ever seen in Southern: Cajifornia. 
According to the log kept by the 
Los Angeles Athletic Club the weather 
man ig a bad one. Such was also the 
opinion of the hundred or more spec- 
tators who braved the rain and made 
the trip to Playa del Rey to see the 
regatta. The rain kept up without in- 
termission throughout the entire pro- 
ceedings, but the majority. of the 
spectators kept well within the shel- 
ter of the pavilion verandas. 

The first race of the day was the 
preliminary event to the challenge 
race for the possession of the Court- 
ney medal and the championship of 
Southern California. San Diego scored 
the first and only really decisive vic- 
tory over the Los Angelas rowers 
when Harvey Slocum erossed the line 
after a three-quarter of a mile 
straightaway run fully a dozen 
lengths ahead of G. W. Isaacs, of the 
local. club. | 

This put Slocum in line to compete 
in the challenge contest with his club- 
mate, Harry Vaughn, who won the 
medal last year at San Diego when 
it was first rowed, Slocum took things 
easy and drifted over the line in the 
time of 5.571. The event would have 
more closely contested but for 
his advantage in the choice of boats. 
His barge gave him the advantage over 
his opponent of twenty pounds, two 
feet in length, eight inches beam. 

e second race was the junior con- 
test. Al Hackleman of San Diego de- 
feated Ray Dunnigan of the Los An- 
geles Athletic Club after a splendid 
race. The San Diego man established 
a safe lead up to the last 200 yards, 
when the local rower spurted and 
pulled up over a length and a half, 
until there was only half a length’s 
difference at the finish. Hackleman 
displayed the better condition, but 
Dunnigan’s final sprint would prob- 
ably have overtaken him at the finish 
had not the latter lost his stroke once 
at the critical moment with the esd 
only twenty-five yards away. 

The final challenge event in the 
senior race proved a big disappoint- 
ment, as the two men were old rivals, 
and both were apparently ready to 
put up the fight of their lives, The 
challenger won the toss and chose the 
white flag. He had gained the lead 
in the first 200 yards, when his boat 
stuck in the sand, bank and Vaughn 


Had Siocum possessed the nerve to 
marl 


to win, but he became irri+ 
tated at the accident and instead of 
going on, peevishly turned back, and 
Vaughn. retained the medal and the 
championship by simply finishing the 
mile course. The challenger had much 
the advantage owing to the boat he 
was using, and should have been game 
enough to take a chance at finishing. 
The final race was by all odds the 
event of the day and brought out a 
beautiful fight between the four-oared 
crews representing the two clubs. The 
course was one mile straightaway. 
The first report gave San Diego 4 


Los Angeles was ahead by a small 
margin. When the boats came into 
sight on the home stretch the San 
Diego crew sprinted and took a lead 
of over a length before the local men 
could stop them. Then little DeLong 
called to the men for the last effort, 
and the Los Angeles boat went heav- 
ing ahead gaining foot by foot until 
at the line the nose of the San Diego 
boat was only a quarter of a length 
ahead. Time 3:44%. . 

The San Diego rowers deserve all 
the credit that their clean-cut victory 
gives them, but considering the little 
experience that the local men have 
had and that the regatta was the 
first championship struggle in which 
they have competed they showed great 
possibilities. 

The officials for the regatta were 
W RR. Wheaton of the Los Angeles 
Athlete Club, Neil Brown of the San 
Diego Boat Club and G. M. Pierce, 
manager of Playa Del Rey.

LAWYER DIES. 


ALBERT H. JUDSON ANSWERS 
LAST SUMMONS. 


Long Life of Honor and Useful- 
ness—Deceased Was Native of New 
York State Where He Was Ad- 
mitted to Bar—Becomes Expert on 
Real Estate Law in California. 


Albert H. Judson, a pioneer resident 
and lawyer of this city, passed away 
Saturday evening at No. 924 Bartlett 
street, where he had lived for the past 
two years. 

He was born in September, 1838. in 
Portiand, Chautauqua county, N. Y. 
After obtaining an academic education 
at Fredonia, he became a teacher, and} 
then was a civil engineer for some 
time. Afterward he studied law, and 
was admitted to the bar in May, 1861. 
by the Supreme Court of t'e Empire 
State. Some of his relatives were 
largely interested in the great sait in- 
dustty of Syracuse. . 
In May, 1871, Mr, Judson came to Cal- 
ifornia, and settled in San Leandro, 
Alameda county, where he practiced 
law, and had editorial charge of the 
Alameda County Gazette. In 1873 he 
moved to Los Angeles and opened a 
law Office. A careful study of the sit- 
uation here convinced him that there 
was plenty of profitable business here 
in the practice of law relating to real 
estate, and he soon organized an ab- 
stract and title company under the. 
firm name of Judson & Fleming, which 
was soon succeeded, however, by the 
firm of Judson & Gillette. J. W. Gil- 
lett of this city, who is now connected 
with the Board of Water Commission- 
ers, being his partner. 

Subsequently Frank A. Gibson, who 
was cashier of the First National Bank 
of this city at the time of his death a 
few years ago, became a member of 
the firm, and it then became known as 
Judson, Gillette & Gibson. 

The firms, Judson & Gillett, and Jud- 
son, Gillett & Gibson, soon became 
leaders in all matters relating to ab- 
stracts and certificates of title, and 
achieved an enviable reputation for 
accuracy and reliability. Mr. Judson 
was the attorney of the firm, and to 
him were referred for investigation and 
report any legal questions that arose 
in the searching of titles. He inaugu- 
rated the practice of issuing certifi- 
cates of title in the place of abstracts. 
Mr. Judson retired from the firm, in 
1885, but remained its legal adviser 
until 1887. He then abandoned the 
law for a time, and gave his entire at- 
tention to the management of several 
corporate enterprises, in which he had 
invested. He became the president of 


los Angeles Cemetery Company, the 
Hemet Land Company, the Hemet W 
ter Company and several others. 

During the real estate boom of$85-7, 


Mr. Judson invested largely in rea! 
estate in Southern California, and at 
one time owned property now worth 


many hundreds of thousands of dol- 
lars: but, lke many another operator 
of those days, financial reverses over- 
took him and he had to part with 
much of it. : 
Mr. Judson, in 1879, was a candidate 
on the Republican ticket for City At- 
torney, but the entire ticket was beat- 
en. In 1881 he was a candidate on the 
same ticket for Superior judge, and 
was again defeated, although he ran 
far ahead of his ticket. 

For several years past physical in- 
firmities caused him to lead a seclud- 
ed life, and to abandon active prac- 
tice. 

In 1867 he married Sarah Fairman of 
Fredonia, N. V. Six children were 
born to them. A widow, Mrs. Sarah 
F. Judson of No. 4957 Pasadena ave- 
nue, and three boys, Carl. W. B. and 
Clarence Judson, all of whom live in 
Los Angeles, survive.

In the south- 
west cofner of the tract the two riv- 
ers join and have a common outiet 
into the ocean. An arm of the river 
called Cerritos Slough connects with 
Wilmington Bay and San Pedro Har- 
bor. This arm has also been declared 
navigable by the War_ Department. 
The plans of the Dock and Terminal 
Company include a turning basin 1400 
feet in diameter and thirty feet deep 
below mean low water. It is located at; 
the mouth of the San Gabriel. River. 
From the turning basin a channel 5400 
feet long. 400 feet wide and thirty feet 
deep branches off in a northerly di- 
rection. forming the approach to 
channel! No. 2, 3500 feet long, 300 feet 
wide, and twenty-one feet deep. A 
third channel, 4300 feet long. 300 feet 
wide, and twenty-one feet deep, leads 
from the turning basin easterly, fol- 
lowing the course of the former chan- 
nel of Cerritos Siough. Five slips, each 
200 feet wide and twenty-one feet 
deep, emerge from this channel at a 
45 degree angie, their lengths varying 
from 806 to 450 feet.

AMSBLING AND BUSINESS, 

The industrial activity of these 
current years is greater than ever 
known in the world before. Everything 
connected with the business of the na- 
tions is taxed to its utmost power. 
In our oon country neither men hor 
money can be had, to answer the great 
call for the enlargement of our busi- 
ness in all directions and for the 
transportation of our crops and wares 
from point to point. If there were not 
a dollar's worth of speculation going 
on anywhere in the country, our many 
resources would be taxed to t 
utmost. 

When there is added to this legiti- 
mate activity in industries the terri- 
ble speculative fever ruling in our 
business at the present time, there is 
no concealing the fact that we are in 
great danger ot going too fast and 
too far and falling down in our haste. 

The other in New York, Jacob 
Schiff revealed a condition of affairs 
that calle as loudly for Federal inter- 
ference as the combinations made by 
the big railroad trust. Schiff stated 
positively, and his statement is sus- 
tained by the opinion of other bank- 
ers, that one of the principal banks in 
New York City purposely at regular 
periods calls in all its loans, not be- 
cause there is any money stringency, 
but in order artificially to raise the 
price of interest.

been amazing for a year past, the see- 
saw that has been kept up on the 
stock exchange in New York in this 
matter of interest on money. Almost 
from month to month the rate is 
forced up for days at a time to from 
25 to 40 per cent., sometimes to 100 
per cent. or over. 

The country is producing about 
$100,000,000 of gold from its mines 
this year. We drew in a few months 
from London during the summer an 
amount equal to $90,000,000 of gold. 
Several times the United States Treas- 
ury has come into the market with re- 
lief in one way or another, but this 
immense flood of new gold is swal- 
lowed as fast as it can be run through 
the mint. The great sum brought over 
from London scarcely made any ap- 
preciable effect upon the money mar- 
ket and the intervention of the United 
States Treasury at any given time has 
only been apparent in its effect for 
from two days to a week. The old 
condition immediately rises again of 
great stringency in the money market. 

Undoubtedly the stock exchange in 
New York, with its feverish speculation, 
does call for enormous sums of mon- 
ey to carry on the gigantic dealings 
transacted there day by day. Added 
to this gambling in these securities of 
one kind and another, the country has 
run wild in mining stock spéculation. 
The rise in the price of copper, the 
unparalleled demand for crude iron, 
the great increase in the output of 
silver and gold have all combined to 
turn the heads of the community in 
an attempt to sweill their fortunes by 
lucky ventures in mining stocks as 
well as in dealings in industrial stocks 
on the exchanges. 

A third form of investment that fs 
swallowing up the millions, particular- 
ly in all the great cities of the coun- 
try, is the speculation in real estate, 
added to and growing out of the great 
activity in building. During the iast 
two or three years great fortunes have 


estate and millions of our new wealth 
have gone month by month into’ new 
buildings in cities and towns. During 
the month of November the invest- 
ments in the United States in new 
buildings ran up to over $30,000,000, 
and this was nearly $9,000,000 less than 
in the corresponding month of the 
previous year. Of course this activity 
in building has meant activity in real 
estate and where property was salable 
so rapidly naturally there was a very 
general and often a very sensational 
rise in values. It it unnecessary to go 
into details in this matter, for no city 
in the country knows the facts better 
than Los Angeles. 

Now in all these forms of invest- 
ment there is no doubt a legitimate 
reason for the activity prevailing. We 
are creating new wealth to the extent 
of about $23,000,000 a year. There are 
a million immigrants coming into the 
country each year, and the natural 
increase of our own population 
amounts to probably another million 
souls. 
beon very generous for the last five 
years, and they have brought excel- 
lent prices, enriching the farmers. 
The railroads have found it necessary 
to push branch lines into new terri- 
tories at hundreds of points.

MONG MEN 
OF ACTION. 


William A. Armstrong, a boiler tube 
manufacturer of Cleveland, who is in- 


terested in the government investiga- 


tion of the scandal connected with fur- 
ishing defective tubes for United 
States battleships, is a guest at the 
Alexandria. 

Armstrong says that the investiga- 
tion now under way will develop facts 
that will astound the people. He says: 
“Tubes which have been rejected by 
the government inspegtors at the vari- 
ous mills of the country have, in a 
dozen cases, been ‘retouched’ and then 
sold to the government as sound tubes. 
Accidents upon warships are traceable 
directly to this fraud upon the part 
of some of the manufacturers. Pa- 
pers in the East have been printing 
scathing accounts of the manner in 
which the inspection of government 
tubes has been carried on. There are 
stories of government inspectors being 
tampered with, or bribed, to be plain, 
and they would defective boller 
tubes. These tubes, which appear 
sound on the exterior, are pitted with 
small holes and will not withstand the 
action of water for any constderable 
time. 

“The investigation now under way 
will, in my opinion, result in the ar- 
rest and conviction of several manu- 
facturers of boiler tubes and also of 
several government inspectors. 
“Disasters which have occurred, like 
that of the Bennington at San Diego, 
can be traced almost directly to de- 
fective tubes. It is not alone to the 
government that this crime of fur- 
nishing defective boller tubes will 


come home but to every steamship 


company in the world. For this rea- 
son the investigation of several large 
concerns is now carried forward with 
great perseverance. 

“Thousands of lives are placed in 
danger daily on account of the dishon- 
esty of tube manufacturers. Manu- 
facturing plants all over the country 
are interested in it, and it will soon be. 
brought prominently before the people. 
in the courts. At the present time 
— givernmentis busy gathering evi- 

ence.” 


“In my opinion the thousands of 
Japanese-who have been coming to the 
Hawaltan Islands during the last year 
are not mere laborers seeking more 
remunerative fields for their work, but 
are in a way connected with the Japa- 
nese government,“ said H. J. Kenton, 
a plantation owner of the vicinity of 
Honolulu, who has been passing the 
last few days at the Van Nuys. 

“We plantation growers were at first 
elated at the sudden influx of the 
Japanese, as it made labor more plen- 
tiful—and it was certainly scarce be- 
fore—but we have lately been alarmed 
at the character of the Japs coming to 
the islands. 

“Hawaii is the outpost of the United 
States in the Pacific Ocean, and is one 
of the most strategic points the gov- 
ernment powsesses. At present it is not 
fortified to any extent, and any dis- 
play of force by a belligerent power 
would result in the capture of the isl- 
ands. We planters are of the opinion, 
wild as it may seem, that the Japs 
are colonizing these islands in prepa- 
ration for any eventuality which the 
next few years may bring forth. It is 
readily seen how effective it would be 
to have several thousand Japanese on 
the islands if it was ever necessary for 
their government to make a movement 
against the Hawaflan Islands. 

“A Jap never becomes a citizen of 
any other country on the earth except 
in a formal way. He is always a sub- 
ject of the Mikado and if Japan was 
to go to war with the United States the 
Japs all over the world would act ex- 
actly as ordered to from Tokio. “This 
is the reason that we planters feel that 
there should be some stop put upon 
the immigration of Japs or at least a 
more exacting immigration law passed. 

„The planters of the islands have 
viewed with some alarm the recent 


message of President Roosevelt in 
which he showed considerable pro- 
Japanese spirit. An assurance that 


there is to be no change in the pres- 
ent laws of entrance to United States 


territory will have the effect of a vast 
increase in Japanese immigration.“ 


John P. Ostrander, whose home its in 
St. Louls, but who has been a globe 
trotter for the last six years, is a 
guest at the Angelus.

HEAVY RAIN IN PASADEN 
FLOODS STREETS. 


Small Rivers Run Along Car 
Tracks and Progress of Electrics 
Impeded—Gardens and Orchards 
_ Washed — Pedestrians Keep Ory 
With Difficulty.

PASADENA, Dec. 10.—Rain began 
Falling Saturday evening and continued 


Almost without intermission all day w 


yesterday. Thé downpour was steady 
and the precipitation heavy, and the 
gutters were taxed to their utmost to 
take care of the water. Streets that 
have not yet received a coating of oil 
or other paving material were made al- 
most impessable and had it not been 
Sunday, traffic would have been seri- 
ously interfered with. 

South Fair Oaks avenue, just above 
the “wash,” was flooded, and small 
rivers ran along on either side of the 
car tracks. The car service was not 
interfered with between here and Los 
Angeles, as tracks are high and 
the water cannot encroach upon them. 
Running was slow, however, and few 
of the cars got in on schedule time. 

The gutters on Fair Oaks avenue, 
which caused considerable trouble last 
year, caused the flooding of the side- 
walks and made walking almost im- 
possible. At the California-street cor- 
ner the covered culvert was too small 
to handle the body of water which was 


running trough the gutters and a 
Veritabie flood dashed up over the 
sidewalk.

FOR BETTER DRAINS.

Lawns suffer from this inroad of dhe 
waters and considerable damage is 
Gone that might easily be avoided were 
the culverts properly constructed. The 
slope of the ground from Altadena 
towards South Pasadena causes the 
water to run off rapidly, and unless 
it fs properly confined, it not only does

HELPLESS 
IN NIGHT RAIN. 


PITIFUL MISFORTUNE OF A LONG 
BEACH PAINTER.

While Waiting for Car at Junction 
on Pacific Electric He Is Stricken 
With Apoplexy and Falis by Track 
Where He is Compelled to Remain 
Till Morning.

LONG BEACH, Dec. Lying all 
night alongside the Pacific Electric 
track, in a driving rain, conscious, yet 
unal to move or summon assistance, 
‘was the frightful experience last night. 
of George Grogg, a painter, as a re- 
sult cf which he will probably die. 

wrogg is 50 years old, and has lived 
in Long Beach four months. Yester- 
day afternoon he went to San Pedro 
to transact some business and, miss- 
ing the Salt Lake train, undertook 
to return on the Pa Electric by way 
of Dominguez, about 8 o'clock. Inad- 
vertently Grogg was carried past the 
junction to Carson, where he alighted. 
He started for Dominguez, when he 
felt a tingling in his legs and sud- 
denly collapsed and became uncon- 
scious. When he recovered he found 
himself lying beside the track and un- 
able to move. Every ten or fifteen 
minutes cars between San Pedro, Long 
Beach and Los Angeles passed him, but 
the noise of the motors drowned his 
cries. The night were on and at 
midnight the rain came and beat 
down on the upturned face of the un- 
fortunate painter. What he suffered 
in those long hours of darkness only 
he knows, and in his few rational mo- 
ments this morning he told snatches 
of his horror. 

after daylight this morning a 
Mexican track walker discovered Grogg 
and, securing assistance from the sub- 
station, Grogg was carried there, and 
after being rubbed and given stimu- 
lants, was placed aboard a car and 
brought to Long Beach. A physician 
was secured, who found that Grogg. 
was paralyzed from the hips down- 
ward in both legs. this his 
exposure in the storm of last night 
had developed an attack of pleurisy. 
Dry clothing was secured for the vic- 
tim and every attention given him un- 
til this afternoon. when an order was 
secured admitting him to the County 
Hospital. The physician who attended 
him says the man will probably die, as 
the strain on his vitality has been very 
great. 

MORE BAND DISCORD. |

CHAUTAUQUA’'S ADVANCE.

Former Member of the Illinois State 
Senate and Prominent Republican 
and Platform Speaker Succumbs 
at Seaside After a Brief Iliness of 


Neuralgia of the Heart. 


OCEAN PARK, Dec. 9.—Dorsey Pat- 
ton, former member of the Illinois 
State Senate, and prominent Republi- 
can politician and platform speaker, 
died at noon today, after a brief In- 
ness at his home on Hart avenue and 
Ocean Front. Mr, Patton had recently 
become interested in mining ventures 
at Goldfield and early last week fell 
ill in that city.

His affliction was neuralgia of the 
heart.

Luck attended his sub- 
sequent investments and in recent 
months he succeeded in adding mate- 
rially to the foundation he had laid 
for a fortune. A year ago Mr. Pat- 
ton was in momentary expectation of 
receiving his commission as postmas- 
ter of n Park, but when his real 
estate investments turned out so fa- 
vorably he dropped out of the race.
